toward unofficial “ establishment'’ 
of a non-sectarian religion. This 
religion has no particular creed 
beyond a vague belief in God and 
a strong conviction that God is 
pro-American. Its essential ethos 
was well expressed by a patrio­ 
tic orator who declared that he 
was opposed to atheism “ because 
it s un-American.”

more dangerous to religious free­ 
dom than would be the outright 
establishment 
of

church. 
When a country has an official 
state church, it can take legal 
steps to protect fully the rights 
of all dissenting groups. But when 
non sectarian religion is informal­ 
ly established as the American 
religion, to be inculcated in pub­ 
lic schools, the onus of unpatriot­ 
ism is likely to fall a i those who 
believe strongly in a particular 
faith, as well as on the small mi­ 
nority who disbelieve in all faiths. 
Dr Katz says the decision will 
have a “ liberating” rather than 
a restricting effect on true reli­ 
gious faith in two ways. 
First, “ the churches arc liber­ 
ated from the danger that reli­ 
gion 
may 
be 
secularized 
and 
' emasculated when it is promoted 
by government agencies'' 
He recalled 
that one of the 
school board lawyers in the re­ 
cent cases argued that 
“ public 
school 
recitation 
of the 
lord's 
Prayer is not a religious aet but 
a mere exercise in civic moral­ 
ity.” 
"The danger.” said Dr. Katz, 
“ is that the lawyer was light, 
and that children might come to 
regard a1! prayer in htis light.” 
But there is a still more pro­ 
found sense in which the decision

Be Recognized 


Seven years is a fleeting instant in the flow 


of 
history, and not a lengthy period to con­ 
temporary generations. But some persons have 


short memories if reports from Washington that 


the United States is on the verge of recogniz­ 


ing the Hadar regime of Hungary are correct. 


It was 
in 1956 
that the world was first 
thrilled by the bravery of the Hungarian 
free­ 


dom fighters, then horrified at the brutality and 


treachery of the Hadar regime. The Hungarian 


revolt against repression by the state, although 


only one of many revolts seething behind the 
iron curtain at the time, became the symbol of 


life under Soviet Communism. 
For days, youths with no better weapons 


than 
bricks and clubs fought off tanks and 
troops. 
The overwhelming odds against them 
prevailed, aided by a convergence of Soviet 


crack troops and armored vehicles. The crown­ 


ing blow was the arrest and execution of Imre 


Nagy, spokesman for the freedom fighters who 
had been granted safe passage to negotiate with 


the Soviets under a flag of truce. 
Nothing Hungary has done since this in­ 


famous episode has atoned even slightly for the 


barbarous acts of its leaders just seven years 


ago. The same puppets hold the other ends of 


strings tied to the Kremlin walls, the same lack 


of freedom prevails, the same police terror is 


everywhere. 
As Sen. Peter Dominick of Colorado says, 
“Recognition of the Hadar regime is tantamount 
to closing our eyes to the mass murders com­ 
mitted in its name only seven years ago " Appro­ 
priate recognition of the Hadar gang would be 
to invite the Hungarian puppets to break bread 
with the refugees from the freedom revolt now 
living in the United States.

The reason is that no royalties and no wholesale or 
retail purchase prices are paid on book pages that are 
photographed, or reproduced by heat transference, or 
even microfilmed for a researcher’s convenience. 
No­ 
body knows, of course, just how m any sales of a book 
are lost because libraries are willing to provide copy­ 
ing services for their patrons for a small fee 
To date, 
the cost of photocopying a whole book would am ount 
to m ore than the bookstore price. 
But crucial pages 
and chapters suffice some potential book buyers, and 
it is this fact that has alerted the book publishers and 
the complaining m em bers of the Authors League. 


The stories are already going the rounds of 
• literary parties about the professor of English in 
a Texas college who makes up his own anthologies 
for his students out of photocopied m aterial, cheat­ 
ing poets and short story writers of anthology fees. 
I’ve tried to discover the name of the professor, 
but this is apparently a word-of-mouth legend, for 
nobody has been able to nail the man down for me. 
There is a possibility, of course, that he is just as 
fictional as the short stories he is supposed to filch 
by photocopying. 
But as a legend he stands as a 
premonition of the future, when photocopying will 
have become even cheaper than it is now. 


The photocopying threat brings the technological 
revolution home to writers, who are am ong the last 
individualists among us. 
While it hardly threatens to 
extinguish the breed overnight, it must, in the end, 
serve to m ake the life of the free lancer m ore hazard­ 
ous than it is at present. 
Beyond this, it poses a 
m en ace to the livelihood of scientists. 
Publishers of 
scientific m aterial, which is usually expensive to print 
and which must sell to libraries and research insti­ 
tutions in big quantities if it is to be issued at a profit 
to anybody, stand to lose in the very n ear future if 
a few m ore pennies can be shaved from the cost of 
photocopying. 
Speaking recently at the American University in 
Washington. D. C., Mr. Curtis Benjamin of the McGraw- 
Hill Publishing Company said: ’‘The publisher of ad­ 
vanced treatises and monographs m ust depend upon 
. . . specialized libraries for basic support 
I would 
estim ate that if this basic supporting m ark e t should be 
diminished by as m uch as 40 per cent or 50 per cent. 
at 
least one-third of McGraw-Hill's curren t lists of 
scientific and technical books could not be published. 
And these casualties would be the very hooks needed 
for scientific progress." 
So. by a parlay, the continued im provem ent of 
photocopying 
technology 
might 
rob 
a 
potentially 
creative scientist of a key book needed to keep the 
U.S. abreast of the Soviet Union in. say, rocketry, or 
underground miniaturization of nuclear testing. 
The 
advance of technology in one field could result in a 
scientific lag in m any others 


The libraries, of course, tend to be on the side 
of the photocopying equipment com panies in the 
growing battle. The demand for photocopying serv­ 
ices m eans income for them, or lets librarians 
replace researchers 
But in the last analysis the 
libraries depend for their justification on the exist­ 
ence of books, and anything that tends to discourage 
the writing and publishing of hooks must hurt them 
in the long run. 


It took m any years of agitation, provoked by Mark 
Twain and other world-famous writers, to h a m m e r out 
som e universally valid copyright laws against the inter­ 
national pirating of authors' material. Now the authors 
of America are faced with what am ounts to piracy at 
hom e by the photocopier. 
They need a new 
Mark 
Twain to preserve them from a new hazard 
W riters and scientists of America, unite! 
You have 
your royalties to save

The nature of the e rro r was 
simple to explain: som eone pick­ 
ed up the balance of the previous 
day instead of computing the new

The 
“ right of 
petition" 
is a 
fundam ental principle of the Con­ 
stitution, but it assum es an or­ 
derly 
and 
non-provocative 
pro­ 
cedure. The federal governm ent 
had to go to large expense to 
police the Wednesday dem onstra­ 
tion here and to keep people from 
crowding into the city who might 
participate in disorders. To say 
that the “ M arch" was successful 
large-scale violence w as avoided 
is to ignore the bitterness and re ­ 
sentm ent prevalent on that day 
in a city people rem ained seclud­ 
ed in their homes lest they be­ 
come injured or subjected to un ­ 
w arranted delays in moving to 
and from their residences. A m er­ 
ican citizens were prevented from 
pursuing their custom ary ways. 
Their right to go to their places 
of employment w as impaired by 
fear of bodily injury. 


Would 
this have happened 
if 
the petitioners had relied on the 
process of reason in a voluntary 
society, or was it a sam ple of 
w hat happens in backw ard coun 
tries when some force stronger 
than 
the 
individual 
takes over 
and prevents freedom of m ove­ 
m ents? 
Are injustices remedied 
by creating more injustices, and 
is the cause of civil rights a d ­ 
vanced 
by interfering

This has worked so well 
that Russian scientists have been 
invited to use A m erican obser­ 
vation posts. 


You frequently h ear Russia a c ­ 
cused

However, no less an authority
